BRIAN REMEMBERED 


TOLD PEOPLE OF ZANESVILLE OF 
PREVIOUS VISIT. 


CAMBRIDGE, 0O.; Sept. 4.—When_ the 
train carrying William J. Bryan arrived at 
Zanesville early today, several hundred 
people awaited him and there were loud 
ealls for the présidential candidate. Mr. 
Rryan appeared on the rear platform of 
the sleeper. Calls for a speech alternated 
with the demands to shake hands. Mr. 
Bryan shook hands with a number and 
made a short speech during the five-minute 
stop. He said in part: 

“In a moment I cannot enter upon the 
discussion of any question. All I can do is 
to gratify any curiosity you may have in 
hearing a word, but you ought to have no 
curiosity here, for I remember being here 
during the campaign of 1896 after midnight.

Rev. William Hoffman Sues 
a Seminary. 


CASE HEARD BY JUDGE BLAND. 


BOARD CLAIMS THE UIPLOMA 
WAS LEGALLY WITHHELD. 


Officials Say Hoffman Broke His Vow 
by Visiting His Sister-in-Law— 
Writ of Mandamus 
Issued. 


Presidirg Judge C. C. Bland of the St. 
Louis Court of Anpeals issued an order to 
“The board of directors of the Evangelical 
Theofogica!: Seminary’’ Tuesday to show 
caus@ why it should not deliver to Rev. 
William Hoffmann of 4332 Lintom avenue 
a diploma of graduation, dating from last 
June. 

It is said to be admitted by the authorities 
at the seminar ythat Hoffmann, under or- 
dinary circumstances, should have been 
graduated last June, but the claim is made 
that he visited a woman and thereby vio- 
lated one of the rules of tle institution, 
which are formulated on the theory that 
students keép themselves “heart free’ 
while in the seminary. 

Hoffmann admits that he 
woman, but says it was without 
intentions. and that. in doing so, he was 
merely filling a social duty. He cites the 
fact that the woman is his brother's widow. 

“It is true that Hoffmann did call on his 
sister-in-law as frequently as twice a week 
while in the seminary, but never for an in- 
stant was there any more than a brotherly 
and sisterly affection between them,” said 
Attorney L. Frank Ottoly, who represents 
Hoffmann. ‘| am sure that no rule of the 
institution was violated in this. 

‘Hoffmann was in school three years and 
kept up these calls all the time. Yet, they 
were not brought up as a violation of the 
rules unti' a few, days before the gradua- 
tion day. Hoffmann stood all his final ex- 
aminations and passed them with credit. 
Hie was clearl yentitled to a diploma, and 
it was the intention of the seminary officers 
to give him one up to the eleventh hour. 
His name was even given to the press as 
one of the gr ates. 

‘But the members of the faculty changed 
their minds some cause and decided 
not to give him a diploma. He was so 
informed. Upon inquiring the reason for 
the faculty's change of base, he was in- 
formed that he had not ‘kept his heart 
free and had become interested in a wom- 
an’ while in school. 

“It is true that it is against the laws 
of the school for a student to engage him- 
self to marry a woman, but Hoffmann had 
done nothing of the sort. 

“Il have good reason to belleve.that Hoff- 
mann’s diploma was withheld because 
members of the faculty had heard that he 
intende to enter the English church. Tehy 
had educated him for the German church 
and were somewhat taekn back when the 
report of his proposed change reached

MR, FENNESSY 
HAS RESIGNED 


St. Louis Superintendent. of 
Mails Is Out. 


Telegraphic advices from Washington to 
the Post-Dispatch state that the post office 
authorities have under consideration the 
appointment of a successor to John G. Fen- 
nessy, until recently superintendeht of 
mails at the St. Louis Postoffice. 

It was reported several weeks ago that, 
jowing, to ill health, Mr. Fennessy would 
Tht fassume the active duties of the office, 
but, though filling a subordinate position, 
would continue to draw the superintend- 
ent’s ‘salary. This occasioned considerable 
speculation at the time, and the Washing- 
ton dispatch announcing that his resigna- 
tion an accomplished fact will’ cause 
a deal of surprise in postal circles. The po- 
sition pays $2000 a year. 

The telegram follows: “ 

The postoffice department is considering 
the appointment of a successor to Superin- 
tendent of Mails John G. Fennessy of the 
St. Louis Postoffice. 

Three or four names are under considera- 
tion. Postmaster Baumhoff has recom- 
mended a locag man for the place, and the 
recommendation has been indorsed by 
Georee W. Beavers, chief of the 
and allowance division, who is temporarily 
acting first assistant postmaster-general. 

Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
Shallenberger has indorsed the man in the 
railway mail service for the place, and up 
to this time the two departments have not 
agreed. 

Postmaster-General Charles Emory Smith 
is at Atlantic City and will remain there 
some time. 

“My department is ready to act this 
morning. said Mr. Shallenberger. ‘It is 
not necessary to take a man from the local 
office. We can select from a Hst of eli- 
gibles including-men in the railway mall

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TWO SHOCKED TO DEATH | 


AND THIRTEEN INJURED 


BY THE ELECTRIC WIRE ~ 
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Remarkable Series of Tragedies Resulting From. 
Wires Becoming Crossed at Eighth and Carr 
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———"- FROAD WAY

Police Department for Five 
Hours at the Mercy ‘of 
Deadly Current Which 
Assailed Every Po- 
licemen at His 
Reporting 
Box. 


Death waited for 70 men in the wires of 
the police telephone circuit for the Fourth 
district Monday night. All unconscious of 
their impending fate, two of the men be- 
came their own electrocutioners, 13 others 
were injured by the current of electricity 
and the remainder of the 70 cseaped. 

By the sagging. of an_electric light wire 
of the Secknerm@ontracting Co. at the cor- 
ner of Eighth and Carr streets a deadly 
current of. about 3300 volts was turned into 
the telephone wires connecting the patrol 
boxes with the police station. 

Seventy policemen were on duty in the 
district. Every man was required to ring 
up the station house once an hour. At 7 
o'clock the officers went to the boxes to re- 
port to the station. Two of them received 
such shocks that they died shortly after- 
ward. Twelve other policemen were 
knocked down and more or less injuted by 
the current, and the telephone boy at the 
station and an inspector of wires shared 
the same misfortune. ' 

Almost simultaneously, throughout the’ 
police district, officers were sent sprawling 
at fourteen points. Citizens were busily 
engaged in succoring the injured. At the 
police station, a few minutes later, when 
the news of the first shock was received, 
Sergt. McFarland hurried three special 
men out to warn the patrolman not to 
use the telephones. 

A little later came the news of the killing 
of Officers Nichols F. Beckmann and John 
P. Looney. Then the patrol wagon was 
sent out, post haste, to spread the warning. 

For nearly an hour a number of the of- 
ficers were unaware lurked 
in the telephone boxes. At’any moment 
they might have unlocked . the boxes, 
touched some’ metal part charged with the 
strong current, and met death. 

That more of the officers who rang in 
at 7 o'clock were not killed oer injured is 
explained by the fact that they avoided 
touching metal parts. Electricians say the

'eurrent could not be communicated through 


the gutta-percha receivers which the men 
handled, notwithstanding its great strength. 

In order to ring up, it was necessary to 
small crank at the side, and it Is 
that some of the men who re- 
the current touched the metal part 
crank. One patrolman, however, 
down as soon as he inserted 
the box. 
the policemen who went 
at midnight discovered a strong 
of electricity in the telephone 
and Officers Aviward and others 
received slight shocks. Some .members ot 
the platoon that was on duty the earlier 
part of Monday night were aware of this 
fact. end were careful in handling the 
‘phones. None, however, had any idea that 
the current was sufficient to cause death. 

it- is said that Officer John Dineen was 
the first to receive the shock. He lifted 
the veceiver from the hook at the corner 
of Twelfth and Morgan streets and tnstant- 
lv sank to the ground unconscious, his 
hand badly burned and his body bruised by 
the fall. 

For the next hour reports of accidents 
were pouring into the police station, where 
the men in charge were almost overcome 
with dread lest the deadly current should 
work wholesale disaster among the men 
before the warning could reach them. 

Patrolman Beckmatin, only 2 years old 
and a hero of San Juan Hill, went to the 
mtrol bex on EHBighteenth street, between 
Vash ond Carr streets, a Iittle past / 
o'clock to report. Daniel Brothers, who 
lives opposite, saw the officer unlock the 
box and tmmediately fall backward, 
screaming with pain. Brothers rushed for- 
ward and dragged Beckmann from the box. 
Beckmann ‘was carried across the street 
to the rotestant Hospital, where he died 
in 15 minutes without —— consclous- 
ness. The news was broken to his widowed 
mother at 4420 Easton avenue, with whom 
he lived.

Silas J. Benedict, superintendent of 
the police and fire alarm telegraph 
system, issued orders to his inspect- 
ors Tuesday morning to cut any elec- 
tric light wire which they saw in 
dangerous proximity to the wires of 
the city’s system. 
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bruised about the body and his hands were 
badly burned. 

Patrolman Andrew Barry was knocked 
down by ‘the current at the patrol box at 
Fifteenth and Wash streets. Citizens car- 
ried him into a drug store. His hands were 
severely burned and his left knee injured. 

The shock from the telephone on Eighth 
Street, between Franklin avenue and Mor- 
gan street, prostrated Patroiman Patrick 
Noonan. His right hand was burned. 
Noonan was able to go home after he had 
partly recovered from the shock, but his 
hand was still stiffened. : 

At Thirteenth and Locust streets Patrol- 
man Patrick T. Lardner took nold of the re- 
ceiver. A tongue of flame shot toward him 
and he dropped unconscious. Painful burns 
on the hands were his only injuries. 

Patrolman John F. Killoren received the 

shock when he put his key in the lock of 
the patrol box at Seventeenth street and 
I’ranklin avenue. He was thrown into the 
middie cf the street. He tried to unlock 
the box a second time and was rendered 
unconscicus, receiving severe burns. Pa- 
trolman James Moran was slight injured 
by the current at Eighteenth oo Wash 
Streets. 
_Patrolmen Marris, Antheny 
Charles A. Kilcullen received injuries in 
the same: way as their brother officers, 
while trying to report over the wire. 

At the police station the telephone boy, 
Oliver Miller, was thrown from his chair 
and bruised. 

George Lyman, assistant city electrician, 
was summoned to the station to inspect the 
telephone wires and try to discover the 
cause of the trouble. While examining the 
wires he received a severe shock. 

After this long chapter of disasters had 
been reported and all the men on duty 
had been warned not to use the telephones, 
efforts were made to ascertain what caused 
the police wires to become overcharged. 
Lineme. were at work all night seeking to 
discover the point where the electric ight 
wires had made connection with the tele- 
phone, fer it was readily understood that 
this was the cause of increased current. 

It was rot until after dayiight Tuesday 
morning that the linemen found one of the 
new Seckner Contracting Co. wires in con- 
tact with the telephone wire at the corner 
of Eighth and Carr streets. 

Supervisor O'Reilly of the city lighting 
department went to the spot. He said to 
the Post-Dispatch: 

‘“t found that the Seckner wire was only 
an inch or so above the police wire, and it 
had already been tightened before I got 
there. The wire was carelessly strung. it 
should not have been put so close to the 
other. The new wire had sagged, coming in 
contact with the one below it. The insula- 
tion had deen burned off. This would not 
have occurred had the voltage been less 
than 2009. 

“The electric light company has 120 lights 
on its circuit. These have a voltage of sev- 
enty to the light.’ This would make #8400 
volts of electricity if all the lights were Op- 
erated. eBfore the plant was put up I aa- 
vised that several smaller circuits be made 
instead of a one large one, so that such 
a strong voltage would not be required on 
any one circuit.”’ 

Secretary Coates of the Seckner company 
explained that the power was generated by 
the company's own machinery, power to op- 
erate its dynamos being sold to the Seckner 
company by the Imperial Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Co. 

Engineer Gould, who has charge of the 
eee engines, said: 

“Only about 48 of the Ifghts on the cir- 
cult were in use last night: therefore the 
voltage was not half so much as it would 
have been with all the lights turned on. 

“It Is unfortunate that such a calamity 
occurred, but so far as the voltage ts con- 
cerned, it matters little whether It is 3000 
or 10,00. A voltage ‘of 3000 would be Mable to 
kill all whe came in contact with the wires. 

“In New York they use only about 1700 
volts to kill a man in the electrical chair. 
For that matter, 0 volts may be fatal. 

“The Edison Co. sends out a voltage of 
5000 and the Laclede Co. 9900. Either of these 
is just as ‘lable to cause an accident like 
that of last night if the wires get mixed

LONDON, Sept. 4.—The latest move in 
China is the reported agreement of CGer- 
many, Austria and Italy to remain in Pe- 
kin, despite the proposed withdrawal of 
Russia and other powers. 

The Daily News suggests editorially that 
Russia may have made secret terms with 
China behind the backs of the powers. The 
Standard expresses gratification at the ex- 
planation that the United States govern- 
inent does not approve of Russia's proceed- 
ings. 

M. de Blowitz, the Paris correspondent of 
the Times, asserts that the origin of Rus- 
sia’'s decision to evacuate Pekin was her 
desire to frustrate the schemes of Emperor 
William, and to correct the impression pro- 
duced by the Kaiser's speech attributing to 
Emperor Nicholas the initiative in the ap- 
pointment of Field Marshal Count Von 
Waldersee to the command of the interna- 
tional troops. 

‘Russia also desired,”’ says M. de Blow- 
itz, ‘“‘to save France from the hard, neces- 
sity of placing her troops under Count Von 
Waldersee. The United States were also 
much dissatisfied with the prospect ef their 
troops acting under German orders. 

Shanghai reports that an imperial edict, | 
issued at Tai Yuan Fu, appoints Li Hupg 
Chang, Yung Lu, Hsu Tung (tutor of the 
heir apparent) and Prince Ching, commis- 
sioners to negotiate peace. 

Four German warships arrived at Woo 
Sung Sept. 3. 

The unmistable condemnation of the pro- 
posal to immediately withdraiw from Pekin, 
which is voiced from/all the foreign colo- 
nies in the Far. Bast, is taken in some quar- 
ters as a forecast of the opinion which may 
be expected from the ministers when their 
views are obtainable.

The saying, “The most powerful man in the worid@a dead 
man,” is terribly true of China as reflected in Rev. Francis 
BE. Clark’s North American article entitled, “The Empire of 
the Dead.” 

China is ruled by ‘“‘a Dead Hand.” “It is not right in China 
to aspire to surpass your father,” writes Dr. Clark, “still less 
to be the equal of your grandfather, still less to approach the 
virtue of your great-great-zrandfather.

The interesting letter in the Sunday Post-Dispatch: from

Bonne Terre, although containing a population of 5000, is not 
properly speaking, a city or town. It is merely an aggregation 
of houses, streets and folks. There is no mayor, no as- 
sembly, no commissioners of this or that. The township au- 
thorities look to the peace of the community and transact al! 
other necessary public business. 

Bonne Terre is a business enterprise managed on purely 
business principies. All the land is owned by a mining com- 
pany which leases building lots for long terms. The company 
thus keeps control of all the public interests of the place. 
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A city is a business corpcration. Its organization is not, 
properly, a government and politics are an impertinence. It 
the public affairs of St. Louis were managed with half the 
intelligence that characterizes the management of Bonne 
Terre we should have a city of which we might be proud.

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TEACHERS AND FUPILS. 


The traditional reluctance of boys “with shining morning 
faces’’ to go to school is recalled with the opening of the new 
session. 

But the fauit is not altogether the boy’s. Perhaps his un- 
willingness is merely an incident of his growth and therefore 
is not a fault but a normal fact of nature. 

Nevertheless many children do not manifest this reluctance. 
They like to learn. They love to explore the field of knowledge 
and accumulate a store of information which will enrich their 
lives. They are quite willing to undergo the discipline of 
school to the end that they may find greater interest and 
greater usefulness in life. 

So the fault may not be in the child, but in the school. That 
schools differ is patent to every parent. That teachers are 
not always wise, even though learned, is apparent. And that 
the system is not always constructed to bring out and exercise 
the better faculties of teachers is acknowledged. 

Inetead of making a joke of the child’s aversion to school 
the aim should be to overccme it by making it so attractive 
that he would find there his happiest hours. The school mas- 
ter’s is the noblest of all the learned professions; but oniv if 
he practices it wisely and gently and nobly. 

The officers and instructors of the St. Louis schools should 
go to work this year with a determination to make it a banner 
year of efficiency and progress.

“The more a healthy American sees of one’s fellow Amer- 
icans the greater grows his conviction that our chief troubles 
come from mutual] misunderstanding, from failure to appre- 
ciate one another’s point of view. In other words, the great 
need is fellow feeling, sympathy, brotherhood, and al] this 
naturally comes by association.” 

Most public and private quarrels might be avoided if this 
rule were made the law of life. If there were perfect frank- 
ness between.employer and workingman, if each were made 
to see that the other had no designs upon him .and did not 
desire to obtain undue advantage in their common enterprise 
labor disputes would never arise. . 

itis just this sympathy, this fellow feeling, this plain recog- 
nition of a common humanity that is the solvent of all human 
woes. 

Association as Govg Roosevelt points out naturally produces 
this feeling. Hence association to promote any good cause 
does not exhaust its usefulness by merely accomplishing its 
direct object. Its higher though hidden object is to foster a 
spirit of co-operation in which men work together as one with 
no conflicting interests. 

That is the mural of Labor Day. It is the moral of every 
social, industrial and political organization which is not con- 
sciously and willfully perverted to evil uses.

His whole nature is imbued 
with filial ideas so radically different from 
those current here that it is almost impos- 
sible for him to appreciate the American 


point of view. The Chinese parent expects 
implicit obedience on the part of his child, 
and he is not disappointed in his expecta- 
tions. American children are sometimes 
obedient, but not always. The Chinese par- 
ent governs by authority, the American by 
affection. The Chinese parent says solemn- 
ly to his child: “It ts your duty to, obey 
me. All the authority of law and custom 
demand it. You must!’ The American par- 
ent says: “I shall be displeased if you dont 
obey me, and you shan‘'t have any more 
sugar plums.’ Both systems have their ad- 


vantages and disadvantages. The American 
way allows more personal freedom, and 1s 
consistent with the spirit of the American 
constitution; but I sincerely believe that 
the Chinese method makes children more 
obedient and respectful.
